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You  are  graduating  at  a  time  when 
there  is  an  unprecedented  demand  for  your 
services.  Nurses  who  are  committed  to 
nursing  are  needed  for  service  in  hos¬ 
pitals  and  other  health  agencies  and  for 
teaching  in  schools  of  nursing. 

The  nursing  profession  looks  to  its 
university  graduates  to  assume  leadership 
roles.  Leadership  implies  identification 
with  and  commitment  to  the  profession, 
and  a  willingness  to  make  adjustments  in 
the  interests  of  a  long-term  career.  Per¬ 
sonal  goals  should  not  be  denied.  In  Can¬ 
ada  to-day,  married  women  are  remaining 
in  or  reentering  the  labour  force,  and  many 
highly  educated  women  combine  family 
life  with  a  career. 

The  percentage  of  nurses  with  uni¬ 
versity  preparation  is  small,  approximately 
five  per  cent  of  the  nursing  force.  The  pro¬ 
fession  looks  to  you  for  leadership.  Will 
you  accept  the  challenge?

In  the  process  of  sharing  ideas  and  opinions  there  emerged  the  concept  of  a  new  emphasis 
for  Students'  Council.  Instead  of  spending  our  meetings  discussing  committee  reports  we  decided 
to  devote  our  main  energies  towards  investigating  and  discussing  in  more  depth  the  concerns  of 
the  student  body  —  the  orientation  programme,  student  involvement  and  communication  between 
students  and  staff,  to  mention  a  few.

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The  editors  of  our  yearbook  have  ask¬ 
ed  me  to  write  a  report  on  the  purpose  and 
structure  of  the  Students'  Administrative 
Council.  SAC  is  only  one  means  of  formula¬ 
ting  and  implementing  students'  concepts  of 
education  and  their  role  in  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  these  concepts.  Ideally,  the  SAC  is 
to  reflect  the  concepts  of  the  individual 
student  here  on  campus.  Ideally,  the  indi¬ 
vidual  student  has  worked  through  these 
concepts  for  himself  and  has  also  made  the 

SAC  representative  aware  of  these  concepts.  At  this  stage,  it  is  not  the  structure  and 
purpose  of  the  SAC  that  is  of  prime  concern,  but  rather,  it  is  the  individual  student's 
concepts  that  are  of  prime  concern.  Instead  of  outlining  the  purpose  and  structure  of  the 
SAC  specifically,  I  propose  to  outline  a  concept  of  the  purpose  of  the  university  and  the 
students'  role  in  its  implementation  with  the  aim  of  stimulating  students  to  work  through 
their  own  concept  and  its  implementation. 

What  is  university?  University  is  a  ''Community  of  Scholars”.  A  community  is  a 
subgroup  of  society.  Scholars  are  those  pursuing  and  transmitting  truth  and  learning. 
Therefore,  the  university  is  a  community  in  which  students,  faculty,  and  administration 
work  together  with  each  other  to  accomplish  this  aim  of  education. 

Is  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  more  specifically  the  School  of  Nursing,  a 
"Community  of  Scholars”?  Do  we-the  students,  faculty,  and  the  administration--really 
work  together  with  one  another?  My  contention  is  that  we  do  not!  All  the  way  through 
our  primary  and  secondary  education,  we  accept  the  decisions  of  the  education  heirarchy. 
University  education  is  virtually  no  different.  Here  too,  students  and  faculty,  for  the  most 
part,  have  very  little  role  in  the  decision-making  processes. 

If  we  do  have  a  right  to  participate  in  university  government  as  this  definition  as¬ 
serts,  what  are  we  doing  to  enable  us  to  practice  this  rights.  The  Canadian  Union  of  Stu¬ 
dents,  on  the  national  level;  the  Ontario  Union  of  Students,  on  the  provincial  level;  and 
the  Students'  Administrative  Council  on  the  campus  level  and  the  Nursing  Council  right 
here  in  our  own  faculty  are  four  means  by  which  we  could  come  to  attain  the  ability  to 
practice  this  right.  These  organizations  are  supposedly  you!  Yet  how  aware  are  individual 
students  of  their  existence,  let  alone  their  programs? 

If  we  have  the  right  to  participate  in  government,  if  we  decide  to  work  to  attain 
this  right,  we  must  also  be  prepared  and  willing  to  accept  the  responsibilities  inherent 
in  this  right,  spending  the  necessary  time,  effort,  and  thought  demanded  to  fulfill  this 
right.  University  governmental  covers  a  wide  spectrum  of  topics  and  issues,  to  be 
worked  out  both  on  the  individual  level  and  the  governmental  level  —  student,  fac¬ 
ulty,  and  administration.  Examples  of  such  topics  are  university  government,  quality 
of  education,  universal  accessibility,  etc. 

As  a  student,  I  think  that  it  is  your  role  to  work  through  these  issues  on  your 
own  and  through  the  different  governmental  levels.  The  type  of  government  is  dependent 
upon  your  own  concepts.

Admittedly,  too,  a  few  of 
our  one-finger  typists  on  occasion  forgot  to  make 
minor  corrections;  but,  we  have  made  an  honest  ef¬ 
fort  to  produce  a  good  quality  paper  and  hope  to 
continue  to  make  improvements. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  Marion  Partridge  and  all 
those  who  made  The  Pulse  a  reality. 
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This  Committee  was  formed  last  year  to  cover  such  things  as  student  complaints  and  services  that 
didn't  involve  staff  or  administration. 

As  with  the  previous  year,  events  on  our  agenda  included  the  bi-annual  blood  drive,  speed-reading 
courses,  a  seminar  on  Orientation  Evaluation,  and  an  Xmas  party  for  the  kids  at  University  Settlement 
House.

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Our  first  big  day  at  the  University  of  Toronto!  Off  we  rushed  to  the  Lillian  Massey 
building  for  biological  chemistry  -  resplendent  in  white  sneakers,  bobby-sox,  lab  coats,  and 
paper  nurse's  caps.  With  coke  bottles  and  oranges  handy  in  blue  and  gold  shopping  bags, 
we  felt  ready  to  face  the  world.  But  we  "little  sisters"  were  not  to  be  left  alone  to  dis¬ 
cover  the  wonders  of  university  life.  Big  sisters  were  watching.  Thinking  us  too  quiet, 
they  requested  that  we  sing  "Old  T oronto"  or  the  S.  of  N.  song;  thinking  us  bashful,  they 
demanded  that  we  kneel  in  front  of  whatever  male  audience  they  could  collect  and  re¬ 
peat  -  "with  feeling"  -  our  dedication. 

However,  recording  the  pulses  and  ATL  numbers  of  boys  from  each  faculty  was 
something  with  which  we  wanted  no  help.  Despite  the  humiliation  of  being  turned  down 
by  boys  who  said  that  they  were  in  "too  much  of  a  hurry",  by  noon  we  were  thoroughly 
enjoying  ourselves.

For  such  a  place,  travel  south  via  Hawaii  and  Fiji,  to  the  Tropic  of  Capricorn  on  the  east¬ 
ern  coast  of  Australia  and  arrive  at  Rockhampton  in  the  heart  of  Queensland.

Central  heating  is  rare  and  sub-zero  weather  is  incomprehensible  to  them 
Meals  usually  include  lamb  or  "chuck"  (chicken)  but  the  year-round  traditional  breakfast  is 
steak  and  eggs.  This  area  abounds  in  tropical  fruit  (e.g.  pineapples,  oranges,  pawpaw,  passion 
fruit).
